Claim 3 (Original) : The humidifier of claim 1, wherein 
the air inlet is provided with an inlet baffle. 

Claim 4 (Original) : The humidifier of claim 1, wherein 
at least one of the plurality of baffles is curved. 

Claim 5 (Original) : The humidifier of claim 1, wherein 
at least one of the plurality of baffles is connected to a 
top side of the humidifier body and is spaced apart from a 
bottom side of the humidifier body. 

Claim 6 (Original) : The humidifier of claim 1, wherein 
each of the plurality of baffles is connected to a top side 
of the humidifier body and is spaced apart from a bottom 
side of the humidifier body. 

Claim 7 (Original) : Thie humidifier of claim 1, wherein 
the humidifier body comprises a base portion and a cover 
port ion . 
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2 the base portion and the cover portion are permanently 

3 bonded together.

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Claim 9 (Original): The humidifier of claim 7, wherein 
the cover portion is removable from the base portion.
